Dahlias  are  one  of  the  most  valued  of  flowers,  easy  to  cultivate,  thrive 
In  most  any  soil,  making  grand  bouquets,  and  are  at  their  very  best  at  a 
season  when  other  choice  flowers  are  scarce.  I recommend  three  plant- 
ings. The  first  about  time  for  planting  white  potatoes,  for  early  bloom; 
the  second  May  1st,  and  the  third  about  the  last  of  June.  Plant  the  tubers 
flat,  cultivate  continuously,  and  if  you  water  at  all,  do  it  only  during  the 
very  dry  spells,  once  or  twice  a week,  and  do  it  thoroughly.  Frequent  light 
sprinklings  do  more  harm  than  good. 


Remember  also  the  size  of  the  tuber  or  root  planted,  in  no  way  desig- 
nates or  controls  the  size  nor  quality  of  the  resulting  flowers.  Some  of  the 
best  sorts  produce  only  small  tubers  so  it  is  not  well  to  consider  small  tubers 
worthless  for  they  are  every  bit  as  good  as  large  ones;  sometimes  better.
